Summary of Hetvs from the Har Gast. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present French mail brings advices from this port to the 
29th Dec. ; no later mail from London than that of Oct. 30 had 
arrived out. The following summary of news i3 from the 
Japan Herald : — 


The Japanese soldiers had completely evacuated the island of 
Formosa on the 3rd Dec. The Chinese and Japinese fired a 
salute of Df) Beda guns at the moment of the departure of the 
latter. The officers who accompanied H.E. Okubo to China 
were received at the Imperial Palace, on the 9th Dec., by the 
Emperor, who thanked them for the great victory they had 
gained over the Chinese. Great preparations are being made to 
Séte eo Saigo and the troops from Formosa, who are shortly 
expected. 

Our political news during the period under review is very 
limited. Rumours that Soyeshima will rejoin the Ministry are 
current, and a certain amount of dissatisfaction is said to exist 
in several of the provinces, caused partly by the negotiations in 
China, and partly in consequence of the heavy taxation. 

The Mikado held a aa review at Itabashi on the 7th Dec., 
at which the Foreign Representatives were present by invitation. 
About 7,000 men were under arms, and the manceuvres were 
very fairly executed. His Majesty also presented new flags to 
four, regiments of the Imperial Guard on the 19th Dec. 

The observers here of the Transit of Venus were highly 
favoured by the weather, the day having been cloudless. The 
Mexican party had two observatories here, and another was 
erected by Baron Von Oesterreicher, the captain of the Austrian 
corvette /riedrich, at which observations were made, and photo- 
graphs taken. The U.S. and French parties at Nagasaki were 
not so fortunate, as the day was somewhat cloudy. 

The native mercantile world is still in an unsettled state, not 
having yet recovered from the shock given to credit by the 
failure of: Ono’s Bank. The embarrassments have been so per- 
plexing, and as the Government itself is the principal creditor, 
we hear that there is some probability of its coming forward to 
resuscitate the bank, rather than submit to the heavy loss which 
its suspension and winding-up would involve. 

On the 20th Dec. the publishing office of the Herald had a 
narrow escape from destruction by fire. An office on the pre- 
mises, in the occupation of Mr. E. Abbott, bill and bullion bro- 
ker, had been closed at about four o’clock on the previous night. 
Next morning a volume of smoke was seen issuing from the 
window, andan alarm was promptly given. There wasa good sup- 

ly of water on the premises, and the fire was extinguished be- 
sik it had well got hold of the building, but not before the con- 
tents of the office had been almost entire ydestroyed. Mr. Abbott 
was uninsured. The origin of the fire is a mystery, but it is sup- 
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posed to have been the result of carelessness by somebody smoky 
ing; the fire had evidently smouldered during the eu ae 
Mr. Mac Donald’s well-known house, “The Firs,” on thei Bluff, 
leading to Homoko, was completely destroyed'by fire on the 17th 
Dec. ‘The house was occupied by Mr. and Mra. J. Hudson, and 
it was with considerable difficulty thas they escaped with their 
infant child.

Oa. Friday, the 18th inst., Chevalier von Schaeffer, Austro- 
Hungarian Minister Resident to Japan, had an audience of H.M. 
the Mikado, to present his letters of credence. The Minister's 
suite was composed of Mr. von Roretz, Chevalier von Siebold, 
and Baron Oesterreicher, Captain of the Austrian corvette 
Friedrich, who, together with Count de Batthiany, were also 

introduced to the Emperor. 

The Emperor will receive the Diplomatic Corps on New 
Yeur’s day, in accordance with annual custom. The Empress 
also, for the first time at the commencement of the New Year, 
will hold a drawing room. 

The Prefecture of Police of Tokio has addressed the following 
circular to all the cho of Japan :—“ Any person, in European 
costume, meeting his Imperial Majesty, will be obliged to salute 
the Emperor by holding his hat under his left arm, and lower- 
ing his right hand to his knees. Those who do not wear a hat 
will be obliged to lower both hands to the knees whilst bowing 
before the Emperor.” 

Mr. W. H. Litchfield, LL.B., Barrister-at-Law, has been ad- 
mitted to practise in H.B.M. Provincial Court at Yokohama. 
Mr. W. Montague H. Kirkwood, of the Western Circuit, Bar- 
rister-at-Law, has been admitted to practise in H.B.M.’s Pro- 
vincial Court in Yokohama. 

A plan has been prepared by Mr. Brunton, M.I.C.E., for the 
Japanese Government, with the object of giving superior facili- 
ties for the discharge of ships, and improving the harbour of 
Yokohama. 

The Japanese Government has nominated Machida, an officer 
of the 4th grade, as Commissioner for the products of Japan at 
the Universal Exhibition at Philadelphia, in 1875. 

A rumour iscurrent in Yedo that the Government is on the 
point of entering into nogotiations with some jEuropean houses 
for the sale of the gold and silver mines which it possesses. 

Small-pox is prevalent both in Tokio and Yokohama, and the 
Governor of the latter place has issued orders for compulsory 
vaccination. 

Messrs. Bourne and Co. sold the lot No. 27, Bluff, comprising 
1,825 tsutoes, to Mr. John Hudson, for $6,100. The house was 
formerly occupied by Mr. C. E. De Long. 

Mr. Robertson, the Agent of the Oriental Bank Corporation, 
announces that the United States trade dollar will be taken from 
constituents in the ordinary course of business at par with the 
Mexican dollar. This move on the part of this powerful cor- 
poration virtually extinguishes the chance of the Japanese silver 
yen for general acceptance in China and India. The Japanese 
Government has been induced to pursue so timid and wavering 
a line of policy with respect to the yen, that the Americans 
have had the opportunity given them of stepping in with their 
new Trade dollar (in every respect a better coin than the Mexi- 
can), and having apparently an inexhaustible supply of silver, 
and excellent mechanical facilities for minting, they will hence- 
forth compete with the Mexican dollar for the field of the East, 
leaving Japan altogether distanced. Her Mint will now be re- 
garded as supplying local necessities only, its operations will be 
henceforward limited to Japan.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The correspondent of the North China Herald writes as 
follows :— 

There is little of interest to report, save that the Emperor has 
the small-pox. The disease made itself apparent the day of the 
Transit of Venus, a coincidence which will not pass unremarked 
by the superstitious Chinese. Rumour assigns extreme gravity 
to the attack, with what truth I am unable to say. I should 
think it more probable, however, that it is of the mild type 
which generally breaks out in China during the winter season. 
In the Peking Gazette of 14th Dec. there isa decree appointing 
Prince Tun to take the place of his Majesty at the Temple of 
Heaven on the 22nd Dec., the winter solstice, and this has been 
followed by a second edict, dated the 18th, in which it is an- 
nounced that the two Dowager Empresses have at his Majesty’s 
re juest consented to assume the direction of public business on 
his Majesty’s behalf. 

The weather continues unusually mild for the season. The 
first courier overland from Shanghai delivered his mail in twelve 
days. The French mail of Oct. 23rd reached Peking on the 17th 
Dec., having come oe by sea per Appin, before the English mail 
of the previous week, which had been forwarded overland, had 
reached Peking. ‘The river still continues open, and it is really 
hard to say how our weather will turn out for the next two 
mouths, as the winters during the last four years have com- 
pletely changed from previous seasons. ; 

The province of Chihli enjoys tranquillity, and the peasantry 
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on the 21st December. 
the Customs here at once, or proceed to Peking, to report verbally 


as to the reanlta af the miasian 
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and labouring classes generally appear to be in very good cir= 
cumstances-this winter. The food of the people is cheap, and 
fuel— millet-stalks—is abundant. Trade, however, as far as 
foreigners are concerned, is far from being in a prosperous con- 
dition. The inland traders are every year becoming fewer, as 
they prefer g oing to Hankow to lay in their supplies of foreign 
oods. On the other hand, the Tientsin dealers prefer going to 
nana to buying on the spot from the local foreign mer- 
chants. 

No more has been heard regarding the intention of the 
Chinese Government to dredge the Woosung Bar, which you 
noticed in the Heraldsome weeksago ; but I understand that a tacit

SHANGHAI. 
The present mai) brings advices from this port to the Ist 


January ; the P. and O. mail from London November 13 was re- 
ceived on the 31st Dec. The following summary of news is 
from the Shanghat Budget :-— 


The S.S.N. Co.’s steamer Chihli, which arrived on the 30th 
Dec. from Taku and Chefoo, is almost certainly the last steamer 
from the Peiho this season, as the C.C.N. Co.’s steamer J7'aku, 
the only merchant steamer remaining in the north, will probabl 
not go beyond Chefoo, the news from Tientsin before the Chihl 
left Taku being that ice was forming on the upper Peiho. The 
Chihli was detained at Chefoo three days by severe weather. 
She brings as passengers Professor Young, Professor Watson 
and Mrs. Watson, Dr. Watson, Mr. Ranger, and others, com- 
posing the United States party who observed the Transit of 
Venus at Peking. 

The referees of H.B.M. Supreme Court, in the’case St. F'ran- 
cow v. Cawdor Castle, consisting of R. A. Mowat, ., Registrar, 
and Messrs. A. J. Little and M. Coryell, mercantile assessors, 
have resumed the taking of evidence in support of plaintiff's 
claim for damages, adjourned from the 23rd Dec. Evidence as 
to the claim for freight and for the value of the vessel having 
been previously taken, the minor items of the claim—viz., survey 
fees, wages, expenses of captain and crew ashore,{passages home, 
&c.—were now considered, the Court and Mr. Robinson, plaintiffs’ 
counsel, being. assisted in the examination of the French wit- 
nesses, and Mr. Wainewright, counsel for defendants, in their 
cross-examination, by Mr. H. A. Beer. ThefCourt then entered 
on the rebutting evidence produced by defendants as to the 
several items of the damages claimed, after which another ad- 
journment took place till January the 6th—the length of the 
adjournment being caused by the necessary absence of one of the 
referees from Shanghai. It may illustrate the difference between 
two sides of a question to mention that, while Tls. 13,500 are 
said to be claimed by plaintiffs as the value of the St. Francois, 
one of the skilled witnesses for defendants estimated it at Tls. 
6,500 —less than one-half. 

Our friends of the Temperance Society, bent on showing that 
they also could be extra merry at Christmas, and that without 
forms of good cheer that are ordinarily thought indispensable at 
this season, gave a special character to the usual Fortnightl 
Entertainment, which fell to be held on the evening of the 26t 
Dec. A number of ladies most kindly consented to give a tea 
to sailors and all others who chose to attend ; which was fol- 
lowed by an entertainment which promised even to outahine its 
predecessors. Two recitations by friends (one, we believe, 
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though of well-known ability among his friends, now making 
his but to a Shanghai audience), a song by one whose voice is 
often heard, and always welcome in the Temperance Hall, two 
songs by the Minstrels of the U.S.S. Hartford, a reading by Mr. 
P. Robertson, of the A.D.C., and two addresses, one by Mr. 
Shaw, the other by Rev. E. R. Barrett, B.A.,—it was no wonder 
that such a programme drew an overflowing audience. 

Mr. Crownshields, chief officer of the ahi IToratio, has suc- 
cumbed to the effects of the burning he suffered in endeavouring 
to save the papers of that ship after she took fire on the 16th 
Dec. His sufferings were very great till the night of the 23rd, 
when unconciousness set in, and he died on the 24th. We ob- 
serve the remains of the //oratio now in Old Dock, getting 
stripped of her copper, and having such parts of her upper works 
as remain, but are burned and charred beyond remedy, re- 
moved ; the idea being, we believe, to make her solid framework 
the basis of a hulk. So far as we can judge, all from her deck 
downwards will be available for this purpose, and will certainly 
be as durable as any iron hull would be. 

The ship Conqueror having been thoroughly repaired in respect 
of all damage suffered from her late fire, and having had her 
original cargo supplemented by sufficient to make good what 
had been destroyed or damaged put on board, sailed for New 
York on the 30th Dec. 

The Worth China Herald supplies the following items of 
intelligence :— . 

The period since our last issue has been largely taken up by 
the Christmas holidays, and we have therefore comparatively a 
small budget of news to offer. Rainy weather on the 24th 
December wound up with a small snowstorm at night. After 
midnight the Settlement compounds and roofs were covered 
with snow, but the muddy streets refused a resting-place to the 
Christmas visitor. The weather since has been extremely vari- 
able, frost and ice alternating with rain and mud. Christmas 
day passed off very quietly in the Settlements. A large number 
of people had gone up country, and the cold kept the ladies more 
especially indoors. Service was held at Trinity Church, which 
was decorated on the occasion. Midnight mass was held at St. 
Juseph’s Parish Church. A Christinas tree children’s festival 
was held at St. Saviour’s, Hongkew (Rev. Mr. Miller), on 
Christmas Eve, and service for children was held at Trinity on 
Monday (St. Innocent’s Day) by Rev. Mr. Butcher. 

Christmas Day was observed on board H.M.S. Modeste in true 
British navy style. As customary, the crew were permitted full 
liberty to de as they pleased on the lower deck, and in the 
course of a few hours the entire area was transformed in appear- 
ance as if the enchanter’s wand had been called in requisition. 
The appliances of “ grim-visaged war” were almost hidden by 
the profuse displays of bunting, evergreens, and flowers ; the 
numerous messes being divided from each other by screens 
of flags of all colours, others being festooned from the beams 
overhead, or hung in graceful folds adown the wooden walls 
of the ship. The messes, too, vied with each other in 
the preparation and serving up of the Christmas dinner ; 
and, while the more substantial roast-beef and orthodox plum 
pudding were provided in abundance, the choicer delicacies were 
not overlooked, these again being supplemented by a profusion 
of fruits and knicknackeries. The festivites were kept up un- 
abatedly, music and song prevailing, and at night, when the en- 
tire scene was illuminated, the effect of the display of colour was 
extremely brilliant. The ship was visited during the day by 
parties of ladies and gentlemen, who were much interested in 
the novel and enjoyable scene it presented.

It is resolving itself into three departments, namely, first, a 
permanent exhibition of manufactured goods, machinery, and 
apparatus from Western countries ; secondly, a lecture and class 
room for scientific purposes ; and thirdly, a Chinese library and 
reading room. Many influential firms and companies have pro- 
mised their assistance in England, where a co-operating com- 
mittee is in the course of formation. We hear with pleasure 
that amongst other offers of assistance the P. and O. Steam 
Navigation Company have promised to forward from Lon- 
don, free of freight, such articles as may be presented to the 
institution. Among the recent subscriptions we are informed 
that his Excellency Shen, the Taoutai of Kiukiang, has contri- 
buted the sum of Tls. 200, aud that Messrs. Boyd and Co., of 
Shanghai, promise the generous donation of Tls, 250, It is 
gratifying to notice that of the approximate sum of Tls. 5,000 
which has been subscribed, about two-thirds have been given 
by native officials and gentry. This augurs well for the success 
of the scheme. The committee have been for some time rea 
engaged in negotiating for land whereon to erect suitable build- 
ings, so that we hope ere long to see this praiseworthy under- 
fairly commenced. 
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Our Chefoo correspondent writes on 25th December :— 


_ Christmas, with its many hallowed associations and pleasant memo- 
ries, has come again, bringing joy and gladness to many hearts. The 
people of Chefoo have been hishly favoured by a most beautiful bright 
day, and especially in having the new church sv nearly completed as to 
hold service in it. About seventy-five persons met there for worship 
this morning. The people of this community have been rather unfor- 
tunate in regard to church building. The first one was erected about 
nine years ago, but of such a style as to be an eyesore to all who 
were not blind. No one passing by would ever have suspected such a 
building to be intended for a church. The interior was even still 
more wonderful to behold. After each heavy rain the walls were 
damp and the plastering stained or washed away in spots. In 
winter time, except with fair wind, the congregation often 
assembled to find a house filled with smoke, or were obliged to sit in a 
cold and cheerless state. Fortunately, the walls threatened to tumble 
down, and it was decided to grect a new church at an expense of about 
Taels 1,500. A contract was made with a Chinaman, who got most of 
the money, spent nearly a year in getting the foundation laid and a 
few stones prepared, and then concluded to give up the contract. 
After an unsuccessful effort to compel him to go on with the work, a 
new contract, was entered into with Mr. Fuller. He has taken a long 
time to do the work, but he has finally erected a substantial stone build- 
ing, which is nodiscredit tohim. It is presumed that the little belfry, 
on the top of which is erected a rather clumsy looking cross of a blue 
colour, is intended for usefulnessrather than ornament. The pulpit resem- 
bles asmall box, soconstructed as to placethe preacher at a great distance 
above the people’s heads. The stoves, as the fashion scems to be, are placed 
beside the pulpit, probably for the benefit of the preacher rather than 
for that of the congregation. The church, however, on the whole pre- 
sents a handsome appearance, and is a credit to the port. The people 
here are under special obligations to the members of the Chefoo Club 
for the use of one of their rooms, in which Sabbath services have been 
held for nearly two years—a room which was always warm and pleasant 
in the coldest winter weather.—About ten days ago the lamps were 
lighted for the first time at the new lighthouse on Shantung Promon- 
tory, Commissioner Drew, accompanied by his wife, were present on the 
occasion, Mrs. Drew of course doing the hononrs. 


REPORT OF THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 
The following are the principal paragraphs of the Report to 
be laid boforo the mectiny of Lhe General Chamber of Commerce, 
which is advertised tv take place on the 5th January :— 


The past year has not been an uneventful one as regards either the 
commerce of the port or the political events which have supervened, 
but the committee regret that no satisfactory solution has yet been ar- 
rived at of the difficulties which for some time past have tended to cripple 
more or less directly the foreign trade with China. The action of hs 
local officials at Hankow, with respect to transit passes, and the inaction 
of the Tsung-le Yamecn as regards the Woosung Bar, are glaring in- 
stances of that indifference of the Chinese Government to their own 
duties, and to the Treaty rights of foreign merchants, which has been a 
constant subject of complaint. In the case of the Woosung Bar, your 
committee have pleasure in recording the recent efforts of his Excellency 
Mr. Wade, and of his colleagues, to bring the Imperial Government to 
a sense of the urgent necessity for some immediate measures on its part 
towards clearing the approaches to this port. That these efforts have 
hitherto been unsuccessful, and that in spite of all that has passed, 
the highest native authorities should have declined to move in the matter, 
on the ground that the Woosung Bar is a natural and Heaven-sent de- 
fence to Shanghai, are deplorable facts, which need little comment. It 
is improbable, however, that such an excuse for disregarding an obvious 
and pressing duty will be accepted without protest by the Foreign Mi- 
nister ; and, now that the political complications with Japan are 
happily arranged, it may be hoped that the coming year will see some 
vigorous action inaugurated in the right direction. There is, indeed, 
reason for believing (from private information received by the Com- 
mittee) that some decided steps, with a view to dredging the Bar, are 
seriously contemplated by the Imperial Government. Your Committee 
have allowed no opportunity to pass of forwarding the object in view, 
and as far back as 24th November, 1873, transmitted to Peking, 
through the Treaty Consuls, copies of all the documents relating to the 
survey of the Bar, &c., which were laid before the last general meeting 
of the Chamber. 

In noting the events, which at one time threatened a rupture of the 
peaceful relations between this country and Japan, the Committee feel 
that they should not allow the opportunity to pass of expressing what 
they believe to be the universal feeling of satisfaction, in mercantile 
circles, that war has been averted ; and of gratification that this for- 
tunate issue was, perhaps, chiefly due to the wise influence exerted ata 
most critical moment by the representative of British interests at Pe- 
king. It having been deemed advisable that the Chamber should be 
represented at home by some authorised body, the following gentlemen 
were requested, and consented, to act as a London Committee—viz., 
Messrs. F. B. Johnson, A. Michie, F. D. Barnes, and J. 58. Swire. At 
the approach of the new silk season in the spring of 1874, the Com- 
mittee again called the attention of the Native authorities to this 
pubject, through the medium of the Consular body. They also issued 
a circular addressed to native silk brokers and others interested in the 
matter, pointing out the injurious consequences which must result from 
a continuance of the former careless system of reeling. It is greatly to 
be regretted that the influence of these representations has not been 
more perceptible in the silk crop of 1874, and your Committee can 
only hope that, by steady persistence, they may effect some ameliora- 
tion of the evils complained of. The most practical and efficient 
remedy would, doubtless, be afforded by foreign buyers refusing to 
purchase any silk bearing signs of too hasty or of fraudulent prepara- 
tion. 

The attention of the Chamber was called to the excessive duties 
charged on fancy cottons of a class not enumerated in the tariff, which, 
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if allowed to continue, would be liable to shackle the efforts of im- 
porters to introduce new descriptions of manufactures. The objection 
was not that an ad valorem duty should be charged, but that the Com- 
missioner of Customs should be tied down to a classification which in- 
cluded, under the same head, goods that differed as much as 25 per 
cent. in value, the difficulty being that the difference was not in the 
quality of the articles, but in their dimensions, for which there is no 
provision in the tariff. The facts of the case were laid before H.B.M. 
Consul, with a request to bring the subject to the notice of the com- 
petent authorities. 

The accounts for the year ending 30th June, 1874, are appended, 
and show a balance in favour of the Chamber of Tls. 2,714.57. Of 
this amount Tis. 2,000 are on deposit with the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank, the balance being also with same bank in current account. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 7th January ; 
the French mail from London, Nov. 20, arrived out on the 2nd 
Jan., and the following P. and O. mail of Nov. 27 was received 
on the 5th January. ‘The following items of news are from the 
China Mail :-— 

The Colonial Government has, very wisely, published a list of 
Government officials and offices with the authorised equivalent 
terms in Chinese. We have embodied the list in our directory, 
though unfortunatety it came to hand too late to allow of all 
the mongrel terms hitherto in use being corrected, and it may 
therefore be hoped that the amended versions will in time be 
popularly availed of. But meanwhile, would it not be a good 
idea if a board conspicuously bearins the name of each depart- 
ment, in Chinese, were affixed at the doors of its office? The 
average coolie shakes his head in stubborn wont-understand-ed- 
ness if the new terms be used in giving directions, and nothing 
but forcing them on his notice will be of any avail. ‘The days 
of “Tai kot” and “Ping t’ow” should be numbered by this 
time and replaced by something that is not jargon. 

We have to record the demise of Cowasjee Pallanjee Patell, 
who was one of the early residents and merchants of Canton. 
After paying a visit to his native place, Bombay, he returned to 
Canton, we understand, in 1844, and has ever since resided there 
and at this place. Though a tirm adherent to his faith, he 
formed the acquaintance of several Christian clergymen, through 
whom he pecuniarily contributed towards any deserving object 
of charity. And although his circumstances enabled him to do 
so, the deceased appears not to have cared to return to his home 
to pass the evening of his days with his family. 

The surviving Chinese passengers from the late P.M.S.S. Japan 
are holding a religious ceremony in the Sing Wong Joss house, in 
commemoration of their safe deliverance from the calamity. 
They are evidently still in possession of large sums of money, 
from the expensive way in which they celebrate the thanksgiving. 

Captain Warsaw left in the Douglus on the 3rd for Swatow, 
where he will join the steamer Yottuny, chartered to proceed 
from Swatow to search for the wreck of the screw-steamer 
Japan, and if successful in the search to buoy the wreck, with 
a view to obtain the treasure lost in her, if practicable. 

H.M.’s ships Elk and Avon have finally left for home, via 
Singapore. 

A correspondent at Amoy writes :—H.I.C.MLS. 7'si-ngan ar- 
rived on the 30th from Taiwanfoo, having on board Monsr. Gi- 
quel and Ye-tuk-shee, an official of high standing in the Foochow 
Arsenal. It is said that the former is on his way to Foochow to 
reorganise the establishment of the Arsenal, and prepare for 
building a fresh batch of vessels of a different style to those al- 
ready afloat. The weather has been very variable, but the prevail- 
ing elements have been strong N.E. gales and rain till the New 
Year, which was ushered in with a remarkably clear sky. H.M.S. 
Curlew and H.I.C.M.S. Tsi-ngan were both obliged to make two 
attempts at going North. The Growler is expected to leave on 
the 7th for her monthly cruise to Takow, and will most probably 
extend her trip as far is Liang-Kiau. Mr. Phillips is expected 
by the next steamer from Foochow, to take the place in H.B.M. 
Consulate of Mr. Bristow, who was transferred some time 
back to Shanghai. Mr. Henderson, U.S. Consul, has left for a 
short trip to Shanghai, to accompany so far Mrs. Henderson, 
who goes home by the next steamer for San Francisco. Train- 
ing is going on, and if we are to have races this year they will 
take place towards the end of February. There are still some four 
or five hundred troops on the course, but it is expected that by 
that time they will be gone. There are not many racing ponies 
here now, and I strongly suspect that if Foochow does not enter 
the races will dwindle into a few friendly matches. No news of 
our tigers lately, though parties are often goipg away with poor 
bleating goats as bait, to keep watch at night, and get wet and 
cold, and generally miserable. Shooting, too, this year, does 
not appear to be very good, I mean for the smaller game. The 
largest bags are those that come from Shanghai direct by steamer. 
Wild fowl are very wild, and pheasants are scarce. 
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BANGKOK. 
A correspondent of the Straits Times, writing on the 5th 
January, gives the subjoined details of the political distur ban ces 
which have been briefly reported by telegram :— 
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Our Christmas has been passed in the midst of political excite- 
ment. On the night of December 28th a fire broke out in the 
gas works in the Supreme King’s Palace, which was fortunately 
extinguished in afew minutes. Next morning, a rumour was 
heard that the retainers of the Wang Na, the Second King’s 
troops, as foreigners call them, had mustered in dangerous force 
in their master’s palace. The great body of Princes and noble- 
men immediately hastened to the Palace of the Supreme King 
asa volunteer guard, and those who had military commands 
called in their men, to the numbers of five or six 
thousand. For the first time I saw a full muster of the 
five hundred noblemen of the Royal Body Guard. The artillery 
organised by Nai To Guriwong, lately an officer in our own ser- 
vice, were conspicuous by their smartness and efficient appearance. 
The ex-Regent had but just left Bangkok for his country rest- 
dence, and was forthwith invited to return and give his assist- 
ance. His Highness hastened back and had a long consultation 
with the Supreme King, foreign Ministers and others, after which 
he sent word to the Second King that he would visit him next 
day ° anuary 2nd). The Second King received the message and 
fled from his palace to the British Consulate. His troops next 
day laid down their arms. 

The Consuls of Treaty Powers were consulted, and I believe 
they concurred in approving the protection afforded by the 
British flag. The Siamese Princes aud noblemen among whom 
I have been seeking for information all agree in one point—in- 
dignation that in their country any Prince should be able to en- 
danger the capital by a demonstration, and on finding himself 
the weaker party step into the British Consulate and perhaps 
plot further under the shade of the British flag. It is un- 
doubtedly a humiliation for them, and must influence the decision 
of the United Council of all estates of the Realm which meets 
to-day, to decide on the position to be in future held by the fugitive. 
It is rather unfortunate that our Consulate has been selected for 
the Royal Asylum. Taken in connection with the frequent visits 
of the British Acting Consul to the Second King’s Palace previous 
to the outbreak, and with the knownfties of the «bsent Consul 
General to the Second King, and the ill feeling long existing be- 
tween him and prominent membors of the Suprome Kiup's party 
there is an uneasy feeling that we British shall be meddling an 
muddling, and perhaps lead mistaken men to breaches of the 
peace. We must hope for the quick departure of the gunboat 
sent for by the Acting Consul-General, for a reassuring tele- 
gram from our Government, and a Consul free of all partisan- 
ship. Otherwise much of the rice crop will rot—prices will be 
extreme and trade paralysed. y the markets are disor- 
ganised and supplies very short. Assuming, however, that 
nothing more happens than has happened, the event is in some 
respects satisfactory to foreigners as demonstrating very conclu- 
sively the strength of the Government and the weakness of the 
Opposition. It had been feared for some time past that the 
Government had given offence by its reforming policy, and was 
not so strong as could be wished. 

The Wang Na or Second King concerned in this business is a 
son of the late Second King, but is of royal blood on his father’s 
side only. His father died some years before the late First King, 
and the subordinate Royalty was not filled up. On the decease 
of the First King, the son of the First King was chosen to suc- 
ceed as First King, and the son of the Second King to succeed— 
not to the full rank of his father, but to the position of Prince of 
the Second King’s Palace. His father had the full Royal title 
of Somdet Phra, the same as that of the late and present Supreme 
King had ; the present Wang Na has only the title Krom Phra, 
the same title held by two other princes at this day. 

The Supreme Crown, of course, falls to the strongest, and I 
apprehend that a Second King succeeds by being on the spot 
with his forces. Nominally the sovereignty is elective, with a 
preference for princes of roya] descent on the maternal as well as 
the paternal side, and the senior prince answering to this descrip- 
tion is the most eligible. The electing body consists of the 

rinces, Officials, and people, of all who come to the audience, 

either the late nor the present Second King have had any 
active part iv the Government of the country ; their position has 
been ceremonial only, and they have not even been consulted 
about treaties they have signed. 

The Straits 7'vmes appends to its correspondent’s letter the 
announcement that H.M.S. //art, stationed at Singapore, was at 
first ordered to proceed to Bangkok to protect British interests, 
but a later telegram announced that a gunboat would be de- 
spatched from Hong Kong ; also that, at last advices, all danger 
of an outbreak was believed to have passed.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 14th 
Jan.; the French mail from London Dec. 4 arrived out on 
the 8th Jan., and the following P. and O. mail of the 11th Dec. 
was received on the 11th Jan. We take the following items of 
intelligence from the Straits Tins :— 

The Legislative Council has not yet concluded its sittings, 
though its labours are fast -drawing to a close. Its last meeting 
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was held on the 4th Jan., and the next will be held on the 14th. 
The debates of the 24th and 28th Dec. were lengthy. In paas- 
ing the estimates, an animated discussion arose on the question 
of allowing the Crown Solicitor to engage in private practice in 
addition to his official duties, the unofficial members opposing 
the principle of allowing private practice to Government officers; 
the Hon. Thomas Scott proposed to disallow it in this instance, 
but the motion was lost on a division, it being urged that it 
would be unfair to make an exception in the case of a single 
officer, while the privilege was enjoyed by others. There was 
also a lively debate on the question of imposing tolls on the 
bridge to be erected over the Prye River in Province Wellesley, 
and the opposition procured an important amendment in the 

Bill, whereby tolls cannot be imposed without an Order of the 
Governor in Council. 

His Excellency Sir Henry Bulwer, Governor of Labuan, who 
has been recalled home, arrived here on the 3rd Jan. in H.MLS. 
Charybdis, and has since been the guest of Sir Andrew Clarke 
at Government House. Before leaving Labuan Sir Henry was 
waited upon by the Chinese residents of the place, who ex- 
pressed their gratitude for the benefits he had conferred on the 
colony, especially by the abolition of certain monopolies, and 
testified their sincere regret at his departure. He proceeds home 
via Brindisi by the present mail. His Excellency will no doubt 
be very much missed in the colony for the energy, the firmness 
of character, the conciliation and the justice with which he has 
administered the affairs of the colony have brought it through 
by far the worst crisis in its history, and had generally induced 
the belief that another year under his guidance would have 
brought about a moderate share of prosperity founded upon a 
secure basis of increasing trade and development of its produc- 
tive resources, 

Some time ago heavy defalcations were discovered in the Vic- 
toria Land-office at Melbourne, amounting to upwards of £9,000. 
The chief clerk, named O’Farrell, absconded, and was pursued 
by Melbourne detectives to different parts of the South Seas, 
and recently it was discovered he had taken passage to Singa- 
pore in the E. and A. mail steamer Somerset. A telegram was 
sent to the Governor, and on the steamer’s arrival she was 
boarded by police officers, who succeeded in arresting him. A 
detective officer arrived from Australia by the following mail, 
and the prisoner having been identified was, after preliminary 
examination, duly handed over to the detective, who left for 
Australia with his prisoner in the Brisbane. 

H.M.S. Charybdis, while passing through New Harbour, 
grounded on the west end of the Meander Shoal. We under- 
stand there was no pilot on board at the time, but on signals 
being made a pilot went on board, the master-attendant and 
steam-tug Weazel soon followed, and she was got off without 
difficulty, and placed alongside the P. and O. Co.’s Wharf. It 
is very requisite that veal oe heavy draft should take a pilot 
in going through this dangerous harbour, especially as no de- 
pendence is to be placed on the buoys, which are continually 
shifting, and no one but those continually passing through can 
form any idea of the various sets of the tide in it. The Cha- 
pie must evidently have been set on by the tide, which at 
the place she grounded runs directly on the reef. 

The Comercia and Porvenir Filipino of Manila state that the 
winning ticket appertaining to the $50,000 prize obtainable 
during the Manila lottery drawing last month was amongst the 
tickets that had been returned to the Treasury as not having 
been disposed of. The ticket containing the winning number of 
the $10,000 prize was, according to the Diario, amongst those 
that had been forwarded to China. 

We regret to have to record the death, at Bangkok, on the 
24th December, of Mr. John Simons Atchison, a leading practi- 
tioner in our Supreme Court. Mr. Atchison was a lawyer of 
well known ability, who, moreover, took a prominent part in all 
public movements here, and his loss will be sensibly felt in the 
community. : 

New Year’s Day was observed in the usual manner by sports 
on the Esplanade for natives and Europeans, and a regatta in 
the harbour, which were most successful, and afforded much 
enjoyment to all classes of the community. 

Ihe Governor has appointed Mr. J. G. Davidson Resivent of 
Salangore. Mr. Davidson’s intimate acquaintance with the poli- 
tical affairs of Salangore and Klang render his appointment to 
this post exceedingly appropriate. 


- PENANG. 

Our advices extend to the 16th January ; the P. and O. mail 
from London 11th Dec. arrived out on the 9th Jin. The 
Penang Gazette contains the following items of news :— 

Recent events at Atchin have proved that we were correct in 
stating that Colonel Pel, the present commander of the Dutch 
forces, would probably follow a vigorous policy and attack the 
Atchinese in their strongholds. A rapid succession of decisive 
strokes is, according to our opinion, the only course that can be 
followed with any chance of success, aud the late inundations 
no doubt sompelled Colonel Pel to defer the execution of his 
“plan de campagne ” until the close of last year. The various 
states on the north and east coast, although some of them may 
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accept the terms which ensure them the privilege of being ex 
amie from the blockade, will not consider themselves in reality 
under Netherlands supremacy, until the chiefs at Atchin Proper 
have either submitted, or their forces have been completely 
routed. On the 31st Dec. an attack was directed against Long- 
battah, where the Atzhinese have been concentrating their forces 
they having made the most strenous endeavours to fortify the 
cae in order to be able to resist the attacks of the Dutch. The 

utch captured eight stockades and several pieces of cannon, and 
if this “coup” is only rapidly followed up by other victories of 
an equally telling nature, we may soon hope to see the termina- 
tion of the war. 

The Government has forwarded the plans for the proposed 
Town Hall for Penang to the Municipal Commissioners for their 
approval, and has asked them whether they will be prepared to 
grant a sum of money towards its cost, which is estimated at 
abdut $50,000. At the last meeting the Commissioners resolved 
to vote as much as the state of their finances could afford towards 
the erection of the Town Hall, provided they could legally do so, 
and on the supposition that Government intends to place the 
control of it when completed in the hands of the Board. Judg- 
ing from the plans, Peuang will have reason to be proud of the 
proposed building, which is to consist of a large central block, 
with two wings, one on either side, connected by means of 
covered ways with the main building, which latter will contain 
the Town Hall. 

The captain of the s.s. Sunda surrendered to take his trial for 
“kidnapping ” on the 4th Jan. ; but as the police were not pre- 
pared to go on with the case, its hearing was postponed till the 
14th Feb. The captain had to enter into fresh recognisances to 
appear on that date.

IMPORTS. 


Yokousma.—The interval, although scarcely equalling the previous 
one in dulness, has shown but little change for the better, and most 
goods were saleable only at a concession in price. For the lower and 
medium qualities of 16/24 Yarn there was some demand, but better 
spinnings were neglected—28/32 had not realised previous rates. 
Shirtings were weaker, with scarcely any demand ; while Turkey Reds 
and Velvets had been fairly saleable. In Woollens Plain and Figured 
Orleans were very difficult of sale, and Mousselines, owing to increased 
stocks, had been sold at lower rates. Blankets remained as last quoted. 
Quotations for Metals continued unchanged, but busineas had been very 
limited. 

Hrioco-Osaks.—The failure of the principal Japanese Bank in this 
district had been the cause of a severe financial crisis amongst the na- 
tive merchants, in consequence of which business in imports was greatly 
depressed, and quotations, with one or two exceptions, were entirely 
nominal. 

Hankow.—Business had been extremely small during the interval ; 
prices were unalted. 

SHANGHAI.—The market during the greater part of the fortnight had 
been very quiet, owing in some measure to the holidays, but there had 
been but little disposition on the part of natives to make investinents. 
Latterly, however, there had been rather more activity, but at some- 
what lower prices. 

Hoye Kona.—The arrivals during the interval, hesides the mail 
steamers, had been the s.s. Glenroy and Cassandra and ship Tamesa, 
bringing full supplies of manufactured goods for this market and the 
North. There had been a very quiet import market during the fort- 
night. The short spurt which we noticed in our last report soon died 
away, the dealers having meanwhile satisfied their wants. Another 
cause for the quietness which had prevailed was the intervention of the 
Christmas and New Year's holidays. Most of the up-country dealers 
had gone back to their homes, and there was an utter absence of de- 
mand ; it was probable that the dullness would continue until they 
begin to buy for their New Year's requirements. 

Canton.—Lead had been quiet during the fortnight, and prices 
showed a slight decline from last quotations. Sales had amounted to 
250 piculs common brands, and quotations were L.B. 88.10 to $8.15, 
W.B. $8.20 to $8.25 with a stock of 2,300 piculs of the furmer quality. 

Batav1a.—The market had continued extremely quict, and transac- 
tions had been only effected to a retail extent. 

Sincarore.—The market for Manchester goods had continued quiet 
during the fortnight, business had been limited, and quotations of moat 
articles were unaltered. The quarterly return of stocks with im- 
porters shows a very moderate supply of the principal staples. There 
had been no alteration in the market for Metals. 

Penana.—The market was still very quiet ; business had been on a 
limited scale and dealers were only buying to meet immediate require- 
ments. Trices generally were unaltered.

TEA. 

Yokonama.—Telegrams reporting a slightly improved state of market 
in New York having come to hand, prices here had again rallied, and a 
large amount of business, considering the lateness of the season, had 
been done. The settlements since last market report amounted to 
5,000 piculs, consisting prinvipally of low medium and common grades ; 
prices remained unaltered, but holders were firm, especially for classes 
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most in demand. Stocks contined heavy, being about 11,000 piculs of 
merchantable Teas. 

Hroao-0s,ka.—Business had been on a very limited scale. 

Hankow.—Settlements 131 chests. Export of Hankow district teas 
to 24th December, 1874, 54,101,854 Ibs. ; ditto 1873, 54,500,497 Ibs. ; 
decrease, 1874, 398,643 lbs. 

Kivk1anc.—Black Teas : No local business to report. Export from 
the commencement of season to 23rd December, 1874, 21,933,201 Ibs. ; 
ditto 1873, 19,910,706 lbs. ; increase, 1874, 2,022,495 lbs. Green Teas : 
About 14,000 half-chests forwarded to Shanghai on native account. 

SmancHal.—Blackf: The settlements had been too small to call for 
any remark. Green: In the early part of the fortnight, telegrams from 
America were received reporting the introduction of a Bill in Congress 
imposing duty on Tea. The news caused more firmness on the part of 
the natives, and prices advanced 1 to 2taels. Buyers showed little 
disposition to invest at the advance, and the market had weakened, 
many chops being offered at prices which were current before the rise. 
The following were about the prices paid: For Country Tea, Tle, 22 to 
35 per picul ; Pingsuey, Tls. 21$ per picul. Settlements, 29,296 half- 
chests, Stock, 95,960 half-chests. 

Foocrow.—Transactions in Congou had been made to a moderate 
extent, considering the smallness of supplies, and latterly business in 
Oolongs for America had been resumed. Congou : Settlements, 13,700 
chests, at Tls. 6 to 154, and Tls.16 for boxes. Common to fair com- 
mon kinds had been settled at a decline of one-half to one tael, while 
for the few chops of the better grades still on offer, fully previous rates 
were demanded. Arrivals 1,200 chests. Souchong: No settlements. 
Oolong : During the latter part of the fortnight business had been re- 
commenced for the United States, and settlements had amounted to 
11,100 half-chests, at Tls. 174 to 214, showing a reduction for fine par- 
cels of about Ts. 5 upon the opening rates. At the close holders were 
rather firmer, and buying had become somewhat restricted. Arrivals 
2,500 half-chests. There had been no transactions in Scented Teas and 
Flowery Pekoes, and no further receipts from the country. 

Amoy and Tamsut.—The remaining stock of Oolong, with the ex- 
ception of about 400 half-chests, had been settled at an advance of 
about one dollar per picul, and the season was considered closed. At 
the low)prices: b‘airable at Tamsti onthe 29th ult., little or no business 
was doing, and the season was virtually over. Total export to date 
3,237,027 lbs., against 2,077,788 Ibs. last year. 

Canton.—The intervention of the holidays during the fortnight had 
almost entirely put a stop to business, and the trifling transactions that 
had taken place do not call for special notice. 


SILK. 

YorouamMa.—Business had been unimportant—holdera were freely 
offering their stocks, but, for the most part, refused to accept any mate- 
rial reduction, and, with continued unfavourable advices from home, 
buyers showed little disposition to operate. Stocks had further in- 
creased. Settlements from lst July to date, 6,900 bales ; against cor- 
responding period—season 1873-4, 9,500, 41872-3.[3,800 ; 1871-2, 9,800 ; 
1870-1, 1,650 ; stock, 1,600 bales. Silkworms’ Eggs.—The total ship- 
ments had been in the following proportion :—For Italy, 832,000 ; 
France, 403,000 ; other countries, 65,000; making for this season a 
total export of 1,300,000 cards, against 1,425,000 cards last year. 

SHancHat.—The active state of the market recorded in last report 
continued till the departure of the French mail on the 25th Dec., up 
to which time about 1,900 bales (including some 400 to 450 bales of 
Re-reels for the American market) were added to settlements. A large 

1 of Tsatlees of the Cloud Dragon chop was reported as settled 
at Tis. 355 for Chay; Ling, and Tis. 335 for Fun Ling; Cock and 
Worm, No. 4, Tls.

THE ATCHIN WAR. 

Tue Haaug, Fes. 8.—The Government has received a despatch from 
Atchin, dated the 8rd inst., announcing that on the 28th ult. the Dutch 
captured Mandarsa Poeti, only sustaining slight loas. The squadron 
returns to the West Coast. The health of the troops is very unsatisfac- 
tory. 
Tae Haauvr, Fes. 13.—The Government has received the following 
despatch, dated Atchin, February 4: 

‘Six of the enemy's positions have been captured without loss. An 
Iman was killed. The general health of the troops is unsatisfactory.” 


THE CHINESE THRONE. 

Sganonal, Fee. 12.—Uncertainty exists respecting the succession to 
the Imperial Throne. Although the son of Prince Chun has been 
elected Emperor under the title of Kwang-Lew, it is thought possible 
that this arrangement may be upset should the Empress, now stated 
to be enceinte, give birth to a son, in which event the Empress mother 
and the Empress dowager would be appointed Regents during the 
Prince’s minority. The rumour of the Empress’s suicide, has not been 
confirmed. 


OUTBREAK OF CRIMINALS AT SINGAPORE. 
Srcapork, Feb. 1§.—An outbreak occurred among the Chinese pri- 
soners in the Criminal Gaol on the afternoon of the 13th inst., in which 
Superintendent Digby Dent was mortally wounded. He died yester- 
day. Sixteen warders were also wounded. Fifteen prisoners were 
killed and thirty-five wounded in the repression of the outbreak. 
Order is now restored. 


LATEST INTELLIGENCE BY PACIFIC MAIL. 

The Pacific Mail Steamship Company's chartered steamer Altona 
arrived at San Francisco on the 80th ult. from Hong Kong, ria Yoko- 
hama. She left Hong Kong Dec. 28. On Dec. 80 and 31 and Jan. 1 
a terrific north-east gale prevailed, in which the ship was hove to. 
Thence to Yokohama the weather was moderate. Arrived at Yokohama 
Jan. 6, and sailed again Jan. 9. Onthe 10th and 11th of January a 
cyclone from south-west to north-west and west prevailed. Lost two 
boats, shipped heavy seas, and smashed deck fittings, &c, Had bad 
weather to the 180 meridian, and thence to this port moderate weather.

THE SITUATION AT PEKING. 

The Times is not always the best authority in the world 
on matters Chinese, especially when it informs its readers 
that the late Emperor of CHINA “had only reigned three 
years ” (meaning thereby, we must presume, the somewhat 
less than twenty-three months which had elapsed since 
Feb. 23, 1873), and contrives after a method peculiar to 
itself to crowd fifteen years in between Aug. 22, 1861, and 
Jan. 12,°1875; but the leading journal is undoubtedly 
right when it observes that, although “rumours” from 
the Far East are ordinarily of so attenuated a character as 
barely to merit even a passing notice, still the rumours 
which have been flashed to us trom China within the last 
few days point to such momentous contingencies that if 
there be any foundation of truth in them they are worthy 
of the most serious consideration of Englishmen. The 
telegrams from China, which we published last week, may, 
and it is highly probable that they will, be of deep import 
to foreign interests in that Empire, if they are substan- 
tially correct, and it is much to be regretted that they— 
at any rate, that of Feb. 5—are so tersely worded ; we 
suspect, however, that current events at Peking are just 
now almost as much a matter of mere speculation at 
Shanghai as they are in London or Paris, for we must re- 
member that the difficulties of communication with the 
North are at the present moment very great, and 
that the only tolerably sure method of getting any 
intelligence at all is by means of the Customs mail 
via Chinkiang. The statement that the young Em- 
press, the bride of October 16, 1872, has committed 
suicide must, we think, be received with a considerable 
amount of reservation, but even if it should turn out to be 
true, itis of no moment to foreigners, and will merely ex 
cite a passing feeling of pity. Neither does the fact that 
this baby or that has been proclaimed Emperor of China 
appear to be of particularly grave import to the outer world, 
except in so far as his probable surroundings for the next 
dozen or fifteen years are concerned, though we must own 
that with the limited amount of information before us we 
are puzzled to understand on what principle of law or right 
the infant son of Prince CHUN has succeeded to the vacant 
throne. Be that as it may, the future surroundings of the 
infant Son of Heaven do concern us very seriously, and 
here it is that we get at the really important part of the 
telegrams. We are told that the Empress Mother is again 
Regent, that Lt HUNG-CHANG is appointed First Minister, 
and lastly, that Prince KUNG’s name is omitted altogether 
from the list of the members of the Privy Council. We 
are at a loss to perceive why the Empress Mother,—we 
phat the late EMPEROR'S own mother is meant,—should 

ave been named Regent, and if it be true, it would appear 
to be of ill omen for the future, for she has the reputation of 

being a vindictive woman, and decidedly hostile to foreign- 
ers. Again, the appointment of Lt HUNG-CHANG,—suppos- 
ing thac the telegram is correct, and that our old friend Lt 
FUTAI is meant—to the chief executive office in the Empire 
is very noticeable from the fact of his being a Chinese, and 
not-a Manchu; and, unless the leopard can change his 
spots, we fear that this nomination bodes mischief in the 
future. Lt HuNc-cHANG has always had the reputation of 
being 8 cordial hater of foreigners, though he has shown 
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himself willing enough to avail himself of their skill and 
services to suit his own ends. He is even now engaged in 
developing, by their aid, the mineral resources of the me- 
tropolitan province, with the scarcely-veiled purpose of 
rendering his arsenals, &c., independent of supplies from 
abroad. We must hope, however, that accession to power 
will lead him to consult the truer interests of his country, 
and to cultivate friendly relations with foreigners, with a 
view to developing its resources, and improving its condi- 
tion generally. 

It is idle, at the same time, to attempt to forecast what 
his policy will be, for he is a man of great ambition, and 
of undoubted energy and ability, and there is no knowing 
what the march of events will lead him to do ; though, in 
this connection, it may not be out of place to call to mind 
the runiour, current in China a few years ago, that he in- 
tended, sooner or later, to seat himself on the Dragon 
Throne, and to establish a dynasty of hisown. So great is 
his reputation in China, and so staunch is his military fol- 
lowing, that such an attempt on his part would probably 
be successful at the outset; though whether he would 
be able to maintain his position is another question. We 
now come to the third main item of intelligence, viz, the 
exclusion of Prince KuNnG from the new Government. 


This, indeed, is of great moment to us, and is a matter 
for deep regret, for, as we observed on a recent occasion, 
although he is, perhaps, not a man of extraordinary intel- 
lect, and is not very advanced in his ideas respecting the 
necessity which exists for radical reforms in the general 
administration of the Empire, still he has shown himself 
possessed of considerable sagacity, and is besides reason- 
ably well disposed towards foreigners. Take him all in 
all, and judging, of course, from the slender knowledge 
which foreigners have of the ability of Chinese statesmen, 
he a 
held | or so many years, and having due regard to the best 
and truest interests of the Chinese Empire, it was an act 
of suicidal folly to oust him from that post at the present 
critical juncture of affairs. The Prince is, however, de- 
scribed as possessing in an eminent degree presence of 
mind, calmness, and courage, and we cannot affect to sup- 
pose that, with the powerful party he has at his back, he 
will tamely submit to be permanently thrust into the back- 
ground. We all remember his famous and successful coup 
d'état in the autumn of 1861, and we should fancy that it is 
not at all improbable that he may resort to the same 
means again to recover the position from which he has 
been now temporarily ejected.

THE ATCHIN WAR. 

THE predictions which we hazarded in a recent issue as 
to the course of events in Atchin seem not to have been 
far from the truth. The Dutch army of occupation has 
been materially strengthened, and more vigorous action 
has followed. At the latter end of last month aggressive 
operations were re-commenced, and, as a substantial result, 
another Atchinese stronghold fell into the hands of the 
invading troops on January 29th. Mandarsa Poeti—for 
that is the name of the fortification carried—may turn out 
to have been nothing more than an insignificant outpost, 
or it may have been an important centre of military opera- 
tions ; we know very little of the topography of Atchin, 
and the Dutch are as slow to supply information as they 
are torpid in their military mancuvres; but the first 
hypothesis is the more probable, for if the success had 
been a signal one the telegraphic trumpet would 
have been sounded with a louder blast. However that 
may be, the moral weight of a defeat is not to be 
lost sight of, and as each succeeding fort is reduced 
the spirits of the Atchinese will droop more and more, till 
in the end, like all Asiatic races, they will give up the 
struggle from mere despondency, even though ihers may be 
a good deal of fight left in them, and before their strength 
or means of resistance are by any means “ played out.” 
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They must succumb at last, and the sooner the end comes 
the better for the parties concerned, and for the mercantile 
We have no sympathies with the 
aggressive conduct of the Hague, and the English Govern- 
‘ment certainly behaved very shabbily in deserting the 
Sultan of ATCHIN, and making him over to the Dutch in 
defiance of his ancient treaty rights; but now—at this 
period—it is useless to look back on the past ; what we

want to see is peace restored before the country has been 
turned into an uncultivated and uninhabited waste, and 
that is why we urge Holland to “put things through” 


with despatch. But this is not the whole case ; ‘“‘ the health 
of the troops is very unsatisfactory,” says the telegram re- 


ceived atthe Hague. Of course it is ; we know from other 
sources that the raw unacclimatised Dutch soldiers are 
dying by scores inside their closely-packed camp at the 
Kraton ; and even the most highly-trained and choicest 

iment in Europe would sicken and dwindle with almost 
equal rapidity if kept inactive, and therefore despondent, 
in crowded quarters, under an adverse climate, without 
proper sanitary arrangements or wholesome food. Add to 
these disadvantages the miasma of marshy swamps close 
by, and we shall see clearly that these Atchinese have good 
reason to feel that if they can but keep their own forces 
united and act a Fabian policy they may yet snatch their 
opportunity, for climate is fighting on their side. In a 
rocky channel with a falling tide, “go ahead full speed” 
may sometimes be the only safe word of command. 


Our Shanghai friends recently made the gathering of 


St. ANDREW the occasion of a little self-glorification, and 
have been telling one another that they are now “a 
mighty and increasing city, instead of a petty scttlement.” 
It affords us much pleasure to learn that they are so well 
satisfied with their own rate of progress, even in this pro- 
gressive age ; but still they must not be surprised if the 
outer world shows just a little unwillingness to accept, 
without any demur, their own estimate of themselves, for 
they have their shortcomings. This mighty and increasing 
city possesses a most useful institution, one that has done, 
and is still doing, good service in advancing our knowledge 
of matters relating to China and the Chinese, styled the 
North-China Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, which, 
when it assembled the other day to hear a learned paper 
read, was not able to muster the bare quorum of members 
necessary for the transaction of the most ordinary routine 
business. From this melancholy fact we are afraid that 
the love of knowledge in “ the mighty and increasing city ” 
has not kept pace with its more material development, and 
that there is still something lacking there to enable it to 
compare itself with Liverpool or Leeds. Apart from this, 
the sparseness of attendance at the meeting alluded to was 
certainly not complimentary to the author of the paper— 
Mr. T. WATTERS—when we consider that the essay in 
question cost him much time and labour. The paper we 
refer to was on the Buddhist Sutra, Mtao-fa-Lien-hua ching 
(in Sanskrit Saddharma pundarika), which is commonly 
translated “The Lotus of the Good Law,” and, as far as 
we can gather from the brief summaries in the Shanghai 
papers, must have been—to quote one of them—“ well 
“ calculated to throw light upon the mysteries of the 
‘‘ Buddhist system, especially in some of its later phases.” 


IN a late issue of our paper we referred to a rumoured 
negotiation between the China Trans-Pacific Steamship 
Company, Limited, and a company to be founded under 
the auspices of the Pacific Railroad Companies. We un- 
derstand that the Board of Directors of the China Trans- 
Pacific Company have had no negotiations whatever with 
the representatives of thisscheme. The Company’s vessels, 
Vasco de Gama and Vancouver, are at present under charter 
to the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, and it appears that 
this arrangement insures to the public the advantage of 
these fine vesse!s continuing the service. They have made 
their passages with a speed and regularity quite unap- 
proached on the Pacific. We understand that Mr. E. M. 
DE BusscuHE, who relinquished the position of managing 
director of the China Trans-Pacific Steamship Company in 
June last, has also resigned his seat at the Board of Di- 
rectors, and that Mr. W. R. CouLBORN has been elected 
to fill the vacancy. 
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WITH considerable regret we announce that Sir AN- 
DREW CLARKE, the present Governor of the Straits Set- 
tlements, is to be removed from that post to assume 
one in connection with the Public Works in India. It is 
of course due to all public servants who prove themselves 
able and meritorious, that they be rewarded by promotion 
to higher and more lucrative appointments, but the public 
good should ever be held as the foremost consideration, and 
in the long run this will serve the interests of the servants of 
the Crown. The eminently satisfactory services rendered 
by Sir ANDREW CLARKE during his Governorship of the 
Straits Settlements during a little over one year, stand out 
so clearly that we cannot but condemn the policy of re- 
moving him when he is so much needed to carry out the 
measures which have been introduced in regard to the 
neighbouring States. We feel assured that the communi- 
ties of those Settlements will join us in regretting the loss 
of one of the best Governors they ever possessed. 





A PARAGRAPH went the round of the papers a short 
time ago to the effect that Sir Epwarp Creasy, Chief 
Justice of Ceylon, had signified his intention to resign his 
office on account of ill-health. This is at least premature. 
The state of Sir EDWARD CrEASyY’s health is undoubtedly 
not such as his friends could desire, but we are able to 


state that no step will be taken until the expiry of his 
leave in May next.

The Indian Distinguished Service Reward, vacant by the decease of 
Colonel R. 8. Wilson, Madras Staff Corps, has been conferred on Captain 
and Brevet-Lieutenant-Colonel A. J. Hadfield, Madras Invalid Establish- 
ment. Colonel Hadfield accompanied the 37th Regiment to China in 
the first war in 1840, was present at the taking of Cheunpee,and at the 
storming of the forts of the Bocca Tigris, in the Canton river ; present 
in the action of May 25, 1841, before Canton, and engaged in the affair 
of May 30, when a large body of Chinese endeavoured to relieye the 
city. On this occasion, during a tremendous thunderstorm, the com- 
pany of the 37th which he commanded was cut off from the rest of the 
force and surrounded by several thousands of Chinese troops ; but, not- 
withstanding, the rain prevented the Sepoys from discharging their 
muskets, yet they repulsed every attack made upon them until an hour 
or two after dusk, when they were extricated from their perilous posi- 
tion by a detachment of Royal Marines armed with percussion fire-arms. 
For this affair he was mentioned in despatches; received the brevet 
rank of Major,and appointed honorary aide-de-camp tothe Viceroy (Lord 
Ellenborough), and when Parliament voted their thanks to the Army 
and Navy engaged in this war special mention was made of his gallant 
conduct and of that of his company by the Duke of Wellington in the 
House of Lords, and by Lord Stanley in the House of Commons. 

In the course of a paper on “ The Unsurveyed World,” read at the 
Royal United Service Institution on the 4th inst., by Staff-Commander 
T. A. Hull, R.N., the author called attention to the fact that in 1849, 
when greater interest was taken in surveying than at the present time, 
the ships engaged in that service produced not only nautical surveyors, 
but superior officers for the general service. As illustrations, he men- 
tioned the case of the Herald, then, with the Pandora, surveying the 
great bight of Panama, under Captains Kellett and James Wood. The 
captain of the Herald is now Sir Henry Kellett, K.C.B., lately Com- 
mander-in-Chief on the important China station. The author also 
mentioned that the present Commander-in-Chief in China, Sir Charles 
Shadwell, K.C.B., and Fellow of the Royal Society, was first lieutenant 
of the Fly, Captain Sir F. Blackwood, during the survey of the east 
coast of Australia and Torres Straits ; while Admiral Ryder, the future 
Commander-in-Chief in China, received his early education as a sailor 
and navigator under Captain Richard Owen, in the Thunder, the sue- 
veying ship on the West India station in 1833. 

We regret to announce that Captain Stanton, who served on the 
China and Straits Station in the surveying ship Rifleman, has in a fit 
of insanity wounded Captain Hallowes, lt.N., and is now confined in an 
asylum. 

The screw sloop Royalist, now fitting at Chatham for employment as 
a surveying vessel in the Eastern seas, is ordered to be rigged in a 
similar manner to the Sylvia. 

Sub-Lieutenant S. W. Cameron, of the 80th Regiment, stationed at 
Hong Kong, has been promoted to the rank of lieutenant. 





Tue Kine oF SIAM AND THE ENGLISH ASTRONOMERS.—With refer- 
ence to letter in the Atheneum on the subject of the invitation sent by 
the King of Siam to English astronomers, Mr. D. K. Mason writes in 
reply, protesting against the insult offered to the King. He says :— 
“ The character and bearing of the high officials of the Siamese Court are 
sufficiently well known to Europeans and Americans to negative any 
suspicion of ‘meanness’ in the provision to be made, as well as ‘un- 
cleanliness’ or ‘ want of accommodation,’ insinuated ; while the letter 
of his Majesty is an ample guarantee for the honourable reception of 
scientific guests of his own from a country su friendly and so well 

appreciated as England has always been in Siam.” 

Austrian SEEDS FOR Japan.—The first ship-load of agricultural im- 
plements and seeds forwarded from Austria to Japan having miscarried 

‘through the foundering of the ship, the Austrian Minister of Agricul- 
‘ture has just despatched a second cargo, containing duplicates of 
‘exactly the same articles.. The Japanese commissioners in 1873 were 
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very much impressed with what they saw of Austrian agriculture in 
and around Vienna, and showed themselves particularly anxious to se- 
eure the objects in question for their own country. 

THE Queen has received through the Earl of Carnarvon, the War 
Club of King Thakombau, which was in former times the symbol of 
Sovereignty in the Fiji Islands, and which has now been presented to 
Her Majesty, by the King, in token of his dutiful allegiance. 


THE NEW EMPEROR OF CHINA. 


(ECHO UNIVERSEL—PARIS.) 

Under the powerful hand of Prince Kung, during the twelve years 
of his Regency, the relations of China with the West developed to an 
extraordinary extent. Whether he liked foreiguers, or only submitted 
to the inevitable, Prince Kung acknowledged their superiority, and 
knew how to turn it to account. He availed himself of their services 
in all the branches of administration and in the army. With their 
help he reorganised the Customs, restored the finances, acquired an 
ironclad fleet, created an army on European principles, bought Krupp 
guns in Germany, Armstrong guns iu England, and Gatley mitrailleuses 
in America, establishcd arsenals and manufactures for arms and ammu- 
nitions ; rebuilt on a stronger scale the fortifications on the eastern 
coast, which Anglo-French allies had so easily overcome; in short, 
provided his country with such ready means of attack and defence that 
European Powers, in the event of a war, would find China a much 
more redoubtable foe than in 1860. As long as Prince Kung remained 
in power, or maintained his influence at the Imperial Court, no danger 
of a rupture between China and Europe seems to have been appre- 
hended. It is true that some people with a long experience of Chinese 
temper and its power of dissimulation have expressed some doubts as 
to the sincerity of the professed feelings of Prince Kung towards 
foreigners ; but the Americans, who know China well, and who pub- 
lish every year, in their diplomatic correspondence, so many curious 
and valuable documents on that country, are so far from suspecting the 
good faith of Prince Kung that they are exerting all their influence at 
Peking to get him appvinted Regent asecond time. It is, moreover, 
a matter of notoriety that the opposition with which Prince Kung had 
to contend during the latter part of the last reign was owing to his 
foreign sympathies. 

Now, as far as we can ascertain from the summary information con- 
veyed to us by telegraph, the Government of China has just fallen into 
the hands of that same opposition. True, the new Emperor is a 
nephew of Prince Kung; but he is an infant, and his father, Prince 
Chun, or Tun, is known to be hostile to foreign influences. The lead- 
ing Minister in the new Government is another notorious enemy to 
foreigners, It is Li-Hang-Chang, the most renowned of the Viceroys 
of those southern provinces, where Europeans come more frequently in 
contact with Chinese. He had a large part in the suppression of 
the Taeping rebellion. He has had frequent contests with Europeans, 
and always tried his best, or his worst, to dupe them. His energy and 
ability, as well as his dissimulation, are undoubted. We do not 
exaggerate when we say that, were the supreme power to remain in 
the hands of that Mandarine and of Prince Chun, at the exclusion of 
Prince Kung, a terrible and bloody conflict might break out at any 
moment between China and Europe. There can be no doubt 
whatever in the mind of any man who has given some atten- 
tiun to Chinese affuirs during the last fifteen years that a word 
from Peking suffices to doom all the European residents, all over 
China, to indiscriminate slaughter. The Imperial Government need 
not even give orders to that effect. Let Governors and Viceroys only 
give the hint to their subordinates, and we may have to relate horrors 
of which the Tientsin massacres, and the last rising at Shanghai can 
hardly give an idea. Those fears may seem to be exaggerated ; but the 
English, who have greater interests at stake in China, and better 
means of information than we have, are expressing similar apprehen- 
sions. We think that it is time to call the attention of European Go- 
vernments to the gravity of the situation. We may see, by the diplo- 
matic correspondence recently published at Washington, that the 
American Government is already alive to the danger that may result 
from the armaments of China. . sett

THE PACIFIC MAIL COMPANY INVESTIGATION. 
On the 22nd ult. the Committee of the House of Representatives pro- 
ceeded with Mr. Irwin’s examination, and he made some important 
statements which promise to result in ihe solution of a part of the 
mystery. In the first place, there were three hundred thousand dollars 
paid to Mr. Schumaker. Schumaker was employed by Irwin. He 
was to work for the Subsidy, and the whole of the three hundred 
thousand dollars was contingent upon the passage of the Bill. He was 
the man, apparently, who had the contract to pass the Bill through 
the House. Irwin gave no instructions to Schumaker what to do with 
the money. He gave it to him as his own, and Schumaker was at 
liberty to keep it or buy Congressmen with it, as he chose. Mr. Whit- 
ing was paid one hundred thousand dollars because of his personal 
relations to Senator Cole. Cole was bound to support the Bill as a 
Pacific Coast measure, but he had such a coolness toward the Company 
that unless something was done he was not likely to take the labouring 
oar in the Senate in favour of the Subsidy. On the 25th ult. the exami- 
nation of Mr. Irwin was continued, but it threw no additional light upon 
the expenditure of the money by which the Subsidy was passed. So 
far as the testimony affected Schumaker, it tended to strengthen the con- 
viction that he was employed to bribe and corrupt members of Congress. 
Irwin seems to have been very careful to avoid any knowledge of what 
Schumaker did to induce members to vote for the Subsidy. He aye 
Schumaker wanted to get ont of the business, but nobody could 
found to replace him in the House. Irwin also showed that a larger 
sum than the $750,000 was expended by him, though the amounts do 
not yet appear very clearly stated.

In a case brought before Judge Fancher, in the Court of Arbi- 
tration, New York, for a claim of freight on tea from Japan, oa 
Pleiades, owing to some dispute as to measurement, the Judge 
gave an award that the plaintiffs were not entitled to recover 
any additional freight on the teas in question beyond the 
amount specified in the bills of lading. 


The Great Northern Telegraph Company’s traffic receipts for 
the month of January were :—This year, f.265,751 ; last year, 
£.324,466. 

During the week ending on the 6th inst. orders were issued 
by the Customs for the delivery of 3,705,875lb. of tea from the 
bonded warehouses in London. Of this quantity 2,179,662lb. 
were for home consumption, 547,660lb. for exportation, and 
974,133lb. for removal coastwise to various outports, of which 
179,175lb. were for immediate exportation. The total quantity 
delivered was greater by 344,463lb. than that delivered during 
the previous week. The tea duty last week paid in London 
amounted to £54,491 11s. 

Messrs. Birley and Co., of Hong Kong, announce that Mr. 
Henry Liston Dalrymple and Mr. John Gordon Talbot Hassell 
have been admitted partners in their firm. 

A sum of £98,000 in Japanese gold, brought by the last South- 
ampton mail steamer, has been disposed of for Paris. 

The market for Bar Silver is quiet at the last quotation of 
574d. per oz. ; the demand being chiefly for Spain. Mexican 
Dollars have realised 56§d., showing no change 1n price. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Surat, from Southampton on the 11th inst. was—in gold, to Galle,

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns have been issued for the month 
of January, showing a further large falling off in the exports of 
British and Irish produce. The exports for the month repre- 
sented a total value of £16,986,760, against £19,472,467 in 1874, 
and £20,298,547 in 1873, the decrease on last year’s amount 
being 12} per cent. The total imports, on the other hand, were 
valued at £32,375,675, being an increase of 34 per cent. upon 
the corresponding month of last year, when the total amount 
was £31,274,404, against £27,397,673 in 1873. Among the 
exports, cotton yarn has decreased about 9 per cent. in quantity, 
but as much as 22 per cent. in value ; cotton piece goods 6? per 
cent. in quantity, and J1 per cent. in value; linen yarn 
decreased 24} per cent. in quantity, and about the same 
in value; linen piece goods show no material change, either 
in quantity or value; woollen yarn decreased 25 per cent. 
in quantity, and 18 per cent. in value; woollen cloths in- 
creased 14 per cent. in quantity, and about the same in value ; 
worsted stuffs decre 9 per cent. in quantity, and 124 per 
cent. in value ; iron and steel increased about 3 per cent. in 

uantity, but the value has decreased 12 per cent.; and coal, 
cc., decreased 14 per cent. in quantity, but as much as 38 per 
cent. in value. Among the imports, wheat has decreased 287 
per cent. in quantity, and 464 per cent. in value, viz, 
£1,355,868 in value, as against £2,536,275 in 1874; raw cotton 
shows an increase of 17g per cent. in quantity, and 11 per 
cent. in value; flax a decrease of 24 per cent. in quan- 
tity, and 19} per cent. in value; raw silk a decrease 
of 214 per cent. in quantity, and 40? per cent. in value; 
wool a decrease of 16 per cent. in quantity, and 14 per cent. in 
value. The imports of tea show the large increase of 164 per 
cent. in value, with a corresponding increase in quantity, but 
this is a wide variation incidental to the monthly comparison of 
such articles,and the quantity for home consumption, which is 
the better test, has only increased about 64 per cent. In coffee 
there is a similar increase of 118 per cent. in quantity, and 88 

r cent. in value, but the increase in the quantity entered for 

ome consumption is about 114 per cent. The most important 
fact as regards the imports thus continues to be the large decrease 
in the imports of wheat both in quantity and value ; and as re- 
gards nearly every item of the exports, although there is an im- 
portant decrease in quantities, the decrease in values is consider- 
ably larger.
